Wagner said he invited the case 
against him self to clear up the 
law. He said he has been using a 
modern milk dispenser and serv­ 
ing homogenized milk in glasses 
with designated marks of one-half 
pint and one gill ( l* pint) for three 
years. The markings comply with 
the law, he contends.

Than Department Asked 
For Next Fiscal Year 


WASHINGTON UP — The House 
Appropriations Committee, accus­ 
ing 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Ezra 
Taft Benson of “ a breach of faith” 
with Congress, today voted the Ag­ 
riculture Department more funds 
than it had requested for next year. 
The committee 
sent 
to 
the 
House floor for debate Monday a 
bill carrying $698,741,812 in cash 
and $320,500,000 in loan authority 
for the department for the fiscal 
year starting July I. 
This is the exact amount of cash 
the department requested through 
the budget Bureau, but the con­ 
tract authority is $45 million more 
than had been sought. 
The new 
cash is about $36 million less than 
the department received this year, 
while the loan authorization is $64 
million less. 
The committee authorized the en­ 
tire $250 million requested by the 
department for 
the 
conservation 
program for the 1955 crop year. 
Money to finance this authoriza­ 
tion. which includes soil conserva­ 
tion subsidies, will be provided in 
next year's appropriation bill.

The FB I for years has had in­ 
form ation against alleged C om m u­ 
n i s t spies obtained by wiretapping. 
But ‘the 
law 
forbids its use in 
court. T herefore, says Atty. Gen. 
Brownell, 
those cases can ’t 
be 
brought to trial. 
He asked Congress to change the 
law. The House agreed to this yes­ 
terd ay .

changed. The Senate h asn ’t begun 
to consider the problem yet, al­ 
though Congress ends its session 
O n a few months. 
The difficulty goes back to 1934 
when Congress passed the F ederal 
C om m unications Act, p a rt of which 
said: “ No person, not being au th ­ 
orized by the sender, shall inter­ 
cept any com m unication and di­ 
vulge or publish the existence, con­ 
tents, substance, purport, effect or 
m ean in g of such intercepted com ­ 
m unication to any person.” 
In a test case later the Suprem e

ruled the law 
m eant the 
go v ern m en t could not use as evi­ 
dence against a m an on trial in 
federal 
court 
either 
inform ation 
obtained by w iretapping or even 
inform ation for which 
the w ire­ 
tapping m erely provided leads. 
One attorney general after a n ­ 
other, 
including 
Brownell, 
has 
acted in the belief th at the Su­ 
p rem e Court didn’t say w iretap­ 
ping itself was illegal under the 
f p 934 law but only th a t w iretap in­ 
form ation couldn’t be used as evi­ 
dence. 
So for years the FBI has been 
tapping w ires u nder the approval 
of the attorney general, whoever

happened 
to 
be. 
President 
Roosevelt him self in the early days 
of World W ar II authorized it. 
This w as the result of growing 
national concern about spies and 
saboteurs, a mood which has in­ 
c r e a s e d with the disclosure in re ­ 
cent y ears of the activities of Com ­ 
m unists in the governm ent. 
Here are exam ples of how the 
mood has changed:

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BETRAYAL AND CRUCIFIXION 


JESUS BETRAYED BY JUDAS. GOES TO HIS DEARTH 
ON TH E CROSS 


S crip tu re — John 18-19; 21:15. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
THIS NEXT W E E K , 
from 
April 12 to April 18—Easter Sun­ 
day— is National Sunday School 
Week. The importance of Sunday 
schools in developing the charac­ 
ter of youth and instilling a re­ 
spect for high ethical standards 
cannot be gainsaid. I quote: 
"The. education and inspiration 
so gained in Sunday schools will 
make more useful citizens of our 
boys and girls in their adult lives. 
Thus is built a b e t t e r United 
States and a better world.'’ 
The main objective of National 
Sunday School Week "is to bring 
home to young people and their 
parents the benefits to be gained 
by young people through regular 
attendance at Sunday school." 
We whose children h a v e a t­ 
tended Sunday school from their 
pre-kindprgarten days to gradua­ 
tion. know the benefits that have 
come to them from such attend­ 
ance, so we can heartily endorse 
this week which has been set 
aside by the Laymen’s National 
council to emphasize the im port­ 
ance of regular church school a t­ 
tendance. 
Our lesson today is the heart­ 
breaking one of Christ s arrest 
and crucifixion. C r o s s i n g the 
b r o o k , Cedron. Jesus and His 
disciples e n t e r e d the garden. 
Judas knew this place, "for Jesus 
ofttimes resorted thither with His 
disciples." There Judas brought a 
band of soldiers and temple of­ 
ficials with torches and weapons. 
Jesus knew' well enough w'hy 
they were come and 
a s k e d , 
“Whom s e e k y e ? ” The answer 
was: “Jesus of Nazareth." Jesus 
said “I am He.” 
An odd thing happened then, 
“They w'ent backward and fell to 
the ground.’’ 
W hether this was 
a m i r a c l e because of Christ s 
pow'er or not we are not told. 
Again Jesus asked them whom 
they sought and He told them He 
was the Man. Peter was the only 
one of the disciples who resisted 
those a r r e s t i n g his KfHster. 
Drawing his sword he cut off the 
right ear of the high priest’s ser­ 
vant, Malthus, but Jesus ordered 
him to put his sword into its 
sheath, and the s o l d i e r s took 
Jesus and bound Him. 
He was first led to A n n a s , 
father-in-law 
of Caiaphas. 
the 
high priest. 
Peter followed his 
M aster as did another disciple, 
the latter k n o w n to the high 
priest, and he brought Peter in. 
The girl who kept the door asked 
Peter if he was not one of Jesus’ 
disciples, and Peter denied it— 
bis first denial. 
The high priest asked Jesus of 
His disciples, and of His doc- 
Tine. "Jesus a n s w e r e d him, I 
ipake openly to the world; I ever 
Aught in the synagogue, and in 
h e temple, whither the Jews al- 
vays resort; and in secret have 
said nothing. 
"W hy askest thou Me? 
ask 
hem which heard Me, what I

have said unto them behold, they 
know' what I said.” 
One of the officers who stood 
by s t r u c k Jesus, saying. "An- 
swerest Thou the high p r i e s t 
so ? ’’ Jesus said. "If I have spoken 
evil bear witness of the evil; but 
if well, why snidest thou M e?” 
Then Jesus was taken bound 
to Caiaphas. Peter warmed him­ 
self at a fire which some had 
built, and one of the high priest s 
servants asked him: "Did I not 
see thee in the g a r d e n with 
H im ?” 
Peter d e n i e d it flatly, 
"and immediately the cock crew." 
Brought before Pontius Pilate, 
the Roman asked Jesus’ accusers, 
"W hat a c c u s a t i o n bring ye 
against this M an?” T h e y an­ 
swered, "If He were not a male­ 
factor, we would not have de­ 
livered Him up unto thee.” 
Pilate suggested that they take 
Him then and judge Him accord­ 
ing to their law, hut they said 
that it was not lawful for them 
to put a man to death 
Pilate then asked Jesus "Art 
Thou the K i n g of the J owls ? ’’ 
Jesus answered that His kingdom 
wras not of this world. If it had 
been His disciples w o u l d have 
fought for Him and He would not 
have been delivered to the Jews. 
"Art Thou a king then?" asked 
Pilate, and Jesus answered that 
for this cause came He into the 
w'orld, that He should bear w it­ 
ness unto the truth. Pilate asked 
Him w hat was the truth ? 
then 
W'ent out and told Christ’s ene­ 
mies that he found no fault in 
Him. 
As they persisted that He must 
die, Pilate told the people that as 
they had a custom that a man 
should be released from custody 
at the Passover, w h o m would 
they p r e f e r to have released, 
Jesus or Barabbas, a robber. Then 
all cried, " N o t this Man, but 
Barabbas!” 
Then Christ was scourged, the 
soldiers platted a crown of thorns 
and put it on His head in m ock­ 
ery, crying, "Hail, King of the 
Jews,” and the priests and officers 
cried out. "Crucify Him, crucify 
Him,” and although Pilate sought 
to release Him. it was in vain, 
and finally He was led away, 
made to carry His cross to the 
place called Golgotha, and nailed 
to the cross, with two criminals, 
one on each side of Him. 
After He was dead, Joseph of 
Arimathea, a Pharisee who was 
secretly His disciple, b e g g e d 
P i l a t e for permission to bury 
Him. and Nicodemus, who had 
sought Him at n i g h t , brought 
spices to bury with Him, Then 
they took Him to a new’ sepulchre 
and put Him in the tomb. 
We have no/^pace for other de­ 
tails told by John in his epistle, 
but they m ay be told in class and 
commented 
on, 
especially 
the 
story of Jesus’ giving His mother 
into John’s care. 
So, He who was without sin 
died for us 
for all the world of 
sinners.

Pine will pro­ 
duce a crop of C hristm as trees and 
provide shelter for wildlife. Multi- j 
flora rose will provide cover and 
food for wildlife too. It also protects 
ditchbanks, stream banks and ponds I 
from tram ping by livestock. 
April is conservation month and I 
a good tim e to m ake plantings, Da- , 
vis rem inds farm ers.

Veal calves can help m aintain 
dairy farm ers’ profits during the 
decline in milk prices, C. L. B lack­ 
m an, Ohio State U niversity dairy 
specialist, believes. 
B lackm an said baby c a l v e s 
w eighing IOO pounds or less sell for 
no m ore than IO cents a pound on 
m ost m arkets. By feeding enough 
m ilk to get calves into the v e a l 
class, farm ers receive veal price 
for both the birth weight of t h e 
calf and the pounds of gain added. 
C urrent veal prices in Columbus 
range from about 18 to 25 cents a 
pound. Buyers prefer veals weigh­ 
ing from 175 to 215 pounds. 
It takes about IO pounds of milk 
to m ake I pound of gain on veal 
calves. Calves gain from I to I 3 2 
pounds daily the first 2 months they 
nurse a cow. F arm ers can figure 
the am ount of milk they will have 
to feed to get the most money 
from their milk and calves.

Potatoes, 
broiler 
and fryer 
chickens, and dairy products are 
given top prom inence in the U. S. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture plen­ 
tiful foods list for April. Supplies 
of potatoes represent the big h ar­ 
v est of last fall, supplem ented by 
early potatoes from the S o u t h 
and Southwest. 
Indiana is the only M idwestern 
state with extensive production of 
broiler and fryer chickens, b u t 
Georgia, A rkansas, and other re- 
gions in the South and Last are 
turning out these tender, young 
chickens each week at a greater 
rate than a year ago. 
Cows always give more milk in 
the spring m onths, and d a i r y 
prices to consum ers are expect­ 
ed to be lower in April, because 


of the drop in governm ent sup­ 
port prices beginning April I. 
Eggs, and tui k< >s are new ad- 
ditions to the plentiful foods list 
insuring an abundance of e g g s 
for coloring at E aster and an am ­ 
ple supply of turkey for Easter 
dinner. 
Beef, peanuts and peanut but­ 
ter continue among the plentiful 
protein foods. Plentiful vegetables 
include canned corn, cabbage, 
and onions. 
Fruits expected to he m o s t 
plentiful include fresh and proc­ 
essed oranges and 
grapefruit; 
cranberry sauce, and raisins. 
M argarine and butter supplies 
also are expected to be large, as 
they have been for many months.
